Ms.  Farrisey,  a graduate  of  the 
MGH  SON  class  of  1938,  also  graduated 
from  Simmons  College  in  1950  and  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  in 
1953.  The  legendary  Ms.  Farrisey  was 
a public  health  nursing  pioneer  who 
revolutionized  outpatient  nursing  care 
for  patients  with  chronic  disease  and  a 
major  force  behind  the  nurse  practitioner 
movement  at  MGH.  Her  career  at  MGH 
spanned  34  years.  She  retired  from  her 
post  as  the  Associate  Director  of  Nursing 
in  Ambulatory  Care  at  MGH  in  1984  and 
was  inspirational  to  many  nurses  at  and 
beyond  MGH. 

Please  note  that  included  in  this  issue  is 
a proposed  MGH  NAA  organizational 
bylaw  change  which,  if  approved  by  the 
membership,  would,  for  cost  and  other 


practical  reasons,  limit  the  publication 
of  the  Record  to  once  a year.  The  yearly 
single  edition  would  be  produced,  like 
this  one,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
would  continue  to  include  class  news  and 
Homecoming  photos.

MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions, 
Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  Update

The  Doctor  of  Nursing  Practice  degree 
program  was  approved  in  late  April 
2007,  and  with  barely  a month  to  recruit 
students  for  the  June  1 application 
deadline,  twenty-five  students  applied. 
Three  students  began  classes  full- 
time and  fourteen  started  part-time  in 
September  2007.  Several  accepted  DNP 
students  deferred  admission  for  a later 
semester. 

Other  potential  DNP  students  have  been 
enrolling  in  individual  classes  as  non- 
degree students  in  anticipation  of  next 
year's  April  1,  2008,  application  deadline. 
It  is  an  exciting  time  and  the  students 
have  been  outstanding. 

The  DNP  students  come  from  varied 
backgrounds  ranging  from  nursing 
education,  advanced  practice,  manager 
and  senior  leadership  positions.  Their 
contributions  to  nursing  have  included: 
geriatrics,  urgent  care,  surgery,  complex 
medical  issues,  rehabilitation  centers, 
consultation  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health,  women's 
care,  psychiatric  nursing,  visitingnursing, 
and  home  care.  Several  are  fluent  in 
Spanish,  Russian,  & Slavic  languages  and 
have  worked  internationally,  provided 
consultations  to  US  agencies  and 
international  hospitals  and  clinical  sites. 

They  are  an  intellectually  curious  group, 
engaged  in  a very  vigorous  learning 
process  and  enjoying  each  other  as  peers 


and  colleagues  who  have  already  made 
major  contributic^ns  to  nursing.  These 
students  are  also  actively  engaged  in 
helping  faculty  evaluate  the  course  of 
study  and  referring  other  colleagues  to 
the  DNP  program.  They  are  pioneers  in  a 
new  curriculum  that  validates  the  role  of 
clinical  leadership. 

It  is  rewarding  to  see  the  development 
of  a learning  community  involving  the 
doctoral  students  and  faculty  who  are  co- 
creating a special  curriculum  to  enhance 
patient  care  in  complex  systems  and  to 
foster  future  leadership  in  nursing. 

The  faculty  just  completed  the  review 
of  students  for  admission  into  the 
newly  developeci  Accelerated  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Nursing.  More  than  three 
hundred  applications  were  received  for 
this  program  - with  applications  coming 
from  as  far  away  as  California  - and  the 
faculty  worked  hard  to  assure  a strong 
initial  class  that  will  begin  study  in  May, 
2008.  This  14-month  program  requires 
intensive  study  and  clinical  time  ending  in 
a 7-week  precepted  experience,  focusing 
on  clinical  skill  and  role  development  to 
prepare  for  entry  into  practice. 

Four  new  full-time  faculty  were  hired  to 
start  this  fall  2007  to  assist  in  new  program 
development,  and  an  additional  four 
faculty  will  be  hired  during  the  spring 
2008  semester. 


While  the  Doctor  of  Nursing  Practice 
program  is  well  underway,  final  plans  for 
implementationof  the  Accelerated  BSN  are 
being  formulated  with  our  clinical  partners 
at  the  MGH  and  throughout  Parhiers 
Healthcare  for  clinical  experiences. 

While  the  faculty  is  working  very  hard  to 
accommodate  students  at  three  levels  of 
nursing  education,  they  are  very  excited 
about  the  challenges  of  bringing  these  two 
new  degree  opportunities  to  students. 


As  students  progress  through  these 
two  new  programs  we  look  forward  to 
sharing  their  successes  with  you.  The 
Accelerated  BSN  program  will  directly 
impact  the  nursing  workforce  shortage 
by  preparing  individuals  to  enter 
nursing  at  the  bedside.  The  Doctor  of 
Nursing  Practice  program  will  develop 
the  leadership  potential  of  nurses  and 
will  impact  systems  of  care  well  into 
the  future,  assuring  safe,  quality  and 
evidenced-based  clinical  nursing  care.

The  Road  to  Magnet  Redesignation

The  privilege  of  being  a Magnet  hospital  requires  ongoing  vigilance,  motivation, 
and  a commitment  to  provide  the  highest  quality  care  to  our  patients  and  families. 
Remaining  a Magnet  hospital  requires  successful  completion  of  a redesignation 
process  every  four  years  that  consists  of  extensive  written  evidence-gathering  and  an 
on-site  visit  by  Magnet  appraisers.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  entire  organization, 
from  clinicians,  support  staff,  and  administrators,  to  Magnet  liaisons,  champions, 
and  ambassadors,  we  are  well  on  the  road  to  Magnet  redesignation. 

On  October  26,  2008,  we  submitted  our  written  evidence  to  the  American  Nurses 
Credentialing  Center's  Magnet  Appraisal  Team  — the  first  of  two  phases  of  the 
Magnet  journey.  Over  2,600  pages  of  examples  were  submitted  illustrating  how  we 
translated  the  14  "Forces  of  Magnetism"  into  practice. 

The  14  Forces  are: 

•f  Quality  of  nursing  leadership  — We  are  visionary  leaders  exemplifying 

advocacy  and  support  for  patients,  family  and  staff. 

-f  Organizational  structure— Our  organizational  structures  are  proactive  and 

responsive  to  change. 

•f  Management  style— Our  leaders  create  an  environment  for  staff  participation 
and  recognition  for  the  uniqueness  of  the  individual. 

•f  Personnel  policies  and  programs  — Personnel  policies  and  guidelines  are  created 
with  staff  involvement,  and  significant  administrative  and  clinical  advancement 
opportunities  exist. 

■f  Professional  models  of  care— Our  patient  care  delivery  model  is 

interdisciplinary  and  honors  the  individual  patient,  respecting  choices,  culture, 
social  context  and  specific  needs. 

■f  Quality  of  care  — Positive  patient  outcomes  are  achieved  by  the  partnership  of 
leadership  and  staff  supporting  quality  of  care  as  a priority. 

-f  Quality  improvement  — We  actively  participate  in  many  initiatives  that  improve 
the  quality  of  patient  care  delivered  within  the  organization. 

4-  Consultation  and  resources  — Our  organization  provides  consultants  and 

experts  to  advance  practice. 


■¥  Autonomy— Autonomous  care  is  built  on  knowledge,  competence  and 
professional  expertise. 

■f  Community  and  the  hospital— The  community  that  we  serve  is  embedded  in 
the  mission  and  values  of  our  hospital. 

■f  Nurses  as  teachers  — We  incorporate  teaching  in  all  aspects  of  our  practice. 

-f  Image  of  nursing— We  are  viewed  as  integral  to  providing  quality  patient-  and 
family-centereci  care. 

■f  Interdisciplinary  relationships  — Mutual  respect  and  collaboration  are 

modeled  among  disciplines  which  create  strong  and  positive  interdisciplinary 
relationships. 

•f  Professional  development  — Our  organization  is  committed  to  the  professional 
development  of  clinicians  and  support  staff. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  heard  that  our  Magnet  redesignation  written  evidence 
met  the  criteria  to  move  onto  phase  two  of  the  Magnet  journey — the  site  visit.  The 
three-day  site  visit  will  be  conducted  from  February  20-22,  2008.  It  takes  a village 
to  achieve  and  sustain  Magnet  designation.  Towards  that  end,  we've  created  a 
unique  role  for  our  staff  nurses  to  help  communicate  key  information  about  Magnet 
recognition  throughout  the  MGH  community  — Magnet  Ambassadors. 

I'd  like  to  close  with  a quote  from  Jim  Barone,  RN,  staff  nurse  and  Magnet 
Ambassador  in  the  Main  Operating  Room,  "As  a magnet  champion  during  our  initial 
Magnet  journey,  I had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  challenges  and  opportunities  we 
were  facing.  Now,  as  an  ambassador,  staff  share  their  stories  with  me  in  support  of 
whatever  force  of  Magnetism  we  may  we  working  on.  That's  really  rewarding  to  me."

1938 


Helen  O'Brien:  I was  deeply  saddened  to 
hear  of  the  death  of  Miss  Farrisey.  It  was 
she  who  sparked  my  interest  in  Public 
Health  and  her  teachings  propelled  me 
toward  a wonderful  lifetime  career  in  that 
field.  Both  she  and  her  sister  were  on  the 
faculty  of  the  Harvard  School  of  Public 
Health,  and  MGH  was  fortunate  that  she 
taught  at  our  School  of  Nursing.  I saw  her 
every  time  I attended  our  homecomings, 
and  we  had  wonderful  and  very  sweet 
visits.  She  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Boston  Visiting  Nurse  Association, 
Inc.  from  the  earliest  days  of  its  existence 
as  an  inner  city  charitable  organization— 
through  its  long  period  of  huge  expansion 
in  geographic  area  served  — and  in  its 
great  expansion  in  the  sophistication  and 
complexity  of  services  offered  to  meet 
community  health  care  needs. 

Miss  Farrisey  (and  her  sister)  were  widely 
known  and  respected  in  Public  Health 
academic  circles.  Of  special  note  was  her 
work,  with  John  D.  Tlaompson  RN,  MPH 
of  Yale  (my  mentor),  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Hospice  of  Branford,  CT.  It  was 
based  on  the  English  model  of  care  for  the 
terminally  ill  and  the  first  such  facility  in 
the  U.S.  I took  their  model  a step  further 
and  established  the  very  first  home-based 


Hospice  program  in  this  country.  We,  as 
her  students  in  the  1950s,  have  memories 
of  her  class  field  trips.  We  all  walked  to 
Haymarket  Square  where  we  purchased 
unrefrigerated  cream  puffs.  Later,  at  the 
MGH  labs,  we  identified  all  of  the  harmful 
bacteria  they  contained.  Remember  the 
visits  to  the  Chinatown  child  care  centers? 
And,  most  impressive  perhaps,  were  the 
visits  to  the  city  STD  clinics.  Really  fun 
were  our  walks  to  the  Charles  River,  test 
tubes  in  hand,  to  acquire  samples  of  the 
river  water  for  lab  analysis.  For  me,  her 
feachings  tied  all  of  the  components  of  the 
health  care  system  together.  I am  forever 
grateful  to  Miss  Farrisey.
